President  Bone  Began 


From  1957  through  1967  President 
Robert  G.  Bone  has  been  striving  to 
make  Illinois  State  University  a  better 
school.  Dressed  for  initiation  into  the 
Lincoln  Academy,  President  Bone  pre- 
sented a  striking  figure  to  a  university 
waiting  to  be  released  from  the  re- 
strictions of  the  past.  As  seen  in  aerial 
views,  the  physical  plant  of  Illinois 
State  has  expanded  greatly  in  this  ten 
year  span.  The  subject  matter  or  spir- 
itual aspect  of  the  university  has  also 
been  changed  by  his  continued  guid- 
ance and  thought.  The  Index  is,  there- 
fore, dedicated  to  the  man  who  made 
Illinois  State  what  it  is  today,  the  man 
who  will  retire  at  the  end  of  this  year. 


an  Era  of  Progress  for  ISU 


President  Bone's  personality  projects 
a  very  human  quality.  Despite  the  fear 
of  anonymity  in  growing  numbers  on 
the  campus,  more  and  more  students 
were  added  to  his  long  list  of  acquaint- 
ances. This  culminated  in  a  birthday 
party  last  year  for  President  Bone.  Ap- 
propriately called  "Project  60,"  it  was 
the  work  of  students  and  faculty  alike. 
In  his  quickly  thought  out  speech  was 
a  hint  of  how  touched  he  was.  He  had 
time  to  sit  down  and  listen,  too,  while 
he  was  lauded  with  Happy  Birthday  re- 
marks from  students  and  from  dignitar- 
ies of  both  Bloomington  and  Normal. 
Along  with  these  came  a  present  of  a 
painting  by  a  former  Illinois  State  un- 
dergraduate. The  party  would  not  have 
been  complete  without  a  big  Happy 
Birthday  kiss,  and  there  were  plenty  of 
coeds  on  hand  for  that. 
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One  of  the  accomplishments  of  Pres- 
ident Bone's  stay  was  the  changing  of 
the  school's  name  from  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  to  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity by  Governor  Kerner.  President 
Bone  kept  a  seal  with  the  spelling  used 
to  describe  Chaucer's  Clerk.  Another 
event  was  the  hundredth  anniversary  of 
Illinois  State  in  1957  celebrated  with 
Governor  Stratton.  At  graduation  time 
the  bell  from  Old  Main  used  to  signal 
the  beginning  of  the  line  of  march. 
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Probably  one  of  the  greatest  pleas- 
ures and  most  influential  activities  of 
Mr.  Bone  was  his  mixing  with  the  stu- 
dents during  traditional  activities.  After 
a  trip  to  review  the  educational  sys- 
tem in  Egypt,  President  Bone  was  well 
informed  as  to  the  riding  of  camels, 
especially  since  he  had  taught  at 
American  University  in  Alexandria  in 
the  late  twenties.  Thus,  in  one  of  the 
Homecoming  parades  he  was  out  in 
front  on  a  friendly  camel.  In  most 
Homecoming  parades,  President  and 
Mrs.  Bone  ride  in  a  three-quarter  scale 
authentic  replica  of  a  vis-a-vis  town 
carriage  drawn  by  registered  Hackney 
ponies  and  driven  by  a  liveried  coach- 
man. Another  event  is  the  Gamma  Phi 
circus  in  the  spring  with  its  many  clowns 
and  gymnasts.  President  Bone  will  be 
well  remembered  for  his  red  vest  and 
socks,  the  red  showing  that  he  sup- 
ported the  athletic  teams  in  their  en- 
deavors. He  was  present  as  often  as  he 
could  be  and  always  sat  among  stu- 
dents. Along  with  this  support  came 
the  "Bobby  Bone  Victory  Bell,"  which 
was  pulled  by  special  students  who  ap- 
peared as  "Bonecohorts"  in  their  simi- 
ar  red  vests.

Another  function  of  the  Presidency 
fulfilled  by  Mr.  Bone  was  to  plan  for 
the  future.  With  the  help  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Nine  a  look  into  the  future  of 
Illinois  State  was  made.  When  Old 
Main  was  torn  down,  many  bricks  were 
saved  as  a  remembrance.  In  1966, 
ground  was  broken  for  Stevenson  Hall. 
It  was  named  for  a  relation  of  Founder 
Jesse  Fell,  Adlai  Stevenson,  who  v/as 
a  student  at  University  High  School. 
In  1959,  Illinois  State  awarded  its 
10,000th  degree  and  is  about  to  give 
its  20,000th.  In  August,  1965,  the  first 
doctorate  was  awarded. 
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In  1962  President  Bone  took  a  sight- 
seeing trip  to  Europe.  This  tour  was  ar- 
ranged by  the  University  Union  and 
the  group  was  made  up  of  students, 
alumni,  and  faculty.  After  Mr.  Bone's 
trip  to  Egypt  in  1964,  the  students 
gathered  to  give  him  a  "Welcome 
Home"  ceremony  at  Hovey  Hall.  With 
much  planning  the  students  were  all 
ready  when  he  came  to  Hovey.  Ten- 
sion mounted  as  reports  were  heard 
from  the  Bloomington  Airport  that  Mr. 
Bone  had  arrived.  Then  he  was  in  a  car 
with  a  police  escort  on  his  way  to 
Hovey.  There  he  was  amazed  to  find  a 
crowd  of  over  four  thousand  people. 
"Hello  Bobby,"  which  was  adapted 
from  "Hello  Dolly,"  was  sung  by  every- 
one. Following  this  President  Bone 
spoke  to  the  crowd.  He  told  of  his  ex- 
periences and  compared  the  educa- 
tional conditions  in  Egypt  with  those  of 
the  United  States.  He  expressed  the 
idea  that  he  never  forgot  Illinois  State 
while  he  was  gone.  He  also  invited 
people  to  see  his  slides  of  the  trip. 
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Throughout  the  years  President  Bone 
has  assumed  various  roles.  Sometimes 
he  made  speeches  on  WGLT,  the  cam- 
pus radio  station.  During  one  Christmas 
season  President  Bone  became  Santa 
Claus  at  a  party  for  the  staff  of  the 
University  Union.  The  students  depicted 
President  Bone  as  they  saw  him  during 
Christmas.  They  constructed  a  snowman 
named  "Our  Boy  Bobby  Bone."  Presi- 
dent Bone,  with  a  rose  clenched  be- 
tween his  teeth,  was  a  flamenco  dancer 
at  his  first  stunt  show  on  ISU's  campus 
in  1956.  Sometimes,  too,  Mr.  Bone  re- 
laxes in  different  parts  of  the  campus, 
as  at  the  greenhouse. 
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As  President  of  the  University, 
Robert  G.  Bone  had  to  fulfill  many 
different  responsibilities.  Two  aspects 
with  students  are:  delightfully,  with 
students  showing  their  attachment  to 
him,  and  seriously,  with  students  who 
show  their  concern  for  the  progressing 
university.  Through  his  experience  in 
travel,  President  Bone  was  adept  at 
greeting  foreign  students  as  well  as 
such  dignitaries  as  Mr.  Goldberg,  am- 
bassador to  the  United  Nations.  In  ad- 
dition to  his  concern  for  the  University, 
he  is  also  interested  in  the  community 
of  Normal.  This  interest  was  shown  by 
his  participation  in  the  Normal  Cen- 
tennial Pageant.  Being  on  friendly 
terms  with  the  town  of  Normal  also 
helped  during  the  invasion  of  Normal 
at  Homecoming  time.  Thus,  Mr.  Bone 
never  seemed  to  be  better  than  the 
students  or  the  citizens;  he  remained 
gracious  throughout  his  stay.

Keeping  a  Tradition 


In  the  first  Homecoming  parade 
in  1916,  the  main  feature  was  the 
Hobo  Band  that  marched  from  Old 
Main  to  the  football  field.  There  the 
first  Homecoming  game  was  played 
against  Charleston  with  the  Redbirds 
enjoying  a  victory.  That  night  the 
dance,  an  informal  affair,  was  held  in 
the  gymnasium.  The  seven  hundred  reg- 
istered alumni  could  attend  a  waffle 
breakfast,  a  Jester  play,  and  an  Auld 
Lang  Syne  party.  From  these  early  be- 
ginnings have  come  the  full  week's  ac- 
tivities now  known  as  Homecoming.  The 
excitement  actually  begins  even  earlier 
with    the    first    sight    of    petitions    for 


Queen.  From  then  until  Homecoming 
day,  the  pitch  gradually  intensifies  and 
the  pace  becomes  more  hectic.  Not 
only  are  clubs  and  organizations  build- 
ing floats  for  the  parade  that  now 
circles  Normal  but  the  dorms  are  busy 
preparing  for  the  house  decorations 
contest.

The  Spirit  of  Christmas  1966  ar- 
rived at  Illinois  State  University  in  the 
form  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Madrigal 
Dinner-Concert.  Twelve  performances 
were  presented  between  December  I 
and  17.  The  University  Union  and  the 
Music  Department  co-operated  to  pre- 
sent the  program  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Bruce  T.  Kaiser,  director  of  the 
Union,  and  Dr.  John  W.  Ferrell,  direc- 
tor of  the  Madrigal  Singers.  The  pro- 
gram each  night  included  a  delicious 
dinner  and  a  performance  by  the  Mad- 
rigal Singers  with  their  Jester,  por- 
trayed   by   Rick    Franz,   and    Piper,    por- 


trayed by  Weylin  Weaver,  and  a  brass 
ensemble  directed  by  Mr.  Donald 
Peterson,  instructor  in  music.  Madrigal 
singing  came  into  vogue  in  England 
during  the  sixteenth  century  when  the 
custom  was  introduced  from  Italy.  The 
madrigals,  often  using  a  secular  text  or 
fable  from  the  period  as  the  subject, 
were  written  for  small  groups,  usually 
of  five  or  six  members,  without  in- 
strumental accompaniment.  In  sixteenth 
century  England  the  madrigals  were  a 
private,  informal  entertainment  en- 
joyed by  the  landed  gentry  of  English 
society  who  were  themselves  the  singers 


in  many  cases.  Today,  the  madrigal 
tradition  is  continued  by  the  Madrigal 
Society,  formed  in  1741  and  still  meet- 
ing regularly  in  Carpenters  Hall  in 
London,  and  by  the  small  madrigal 
groups  which  are  becoming  more  and 
more  popular  in  this  country.  The  or- 
ganization of  Madrigal  Singers  on  cam- 
pus usually  consists  of  fifteen  to  eight- 
een members.  In  addition  to  the  annual 
Christmas  performance,  the  group  sang 
in  concert  on  May  2,  presenting  a  pro- 
gram of  traditional  madrigals  and  con- 
temporary literature.

FOOTBALL 

Victories  Over  Northern  and  Wesleyan 


"An  improved  ball  club,"  said 
Coach  Larry  Bitcon  of  his  1966  football 
team,  which  finished  the  campaign  with 
a  2-5-2  record.  "This  group  of  men  had 
great  morale  and  spirit,  and  though  we 
were  disappointed  with  our  record,  we 
were  proud  of  our  season." 

The  Redbirds  began  the  season 
with  a  loss  to  Milwaukee's  University  of 
Wisconsin  branch  by  a  score  of  32-14. 
Hurt  by  fumbles,  the  Birds  rallied  in 
the  second  half  but  fell  short.  This 
game  was  also  the  first  in  which  a  series 
of  ill  luck  plagued  ISU  as  they  lost 
John  Rahn  and  John  Moffat  for  the  sea- 
son to  injuries. 

The  second  encounter  of  the  sea- 
son came  with  traditional  rival  Illinois 
Wesleyan.  The  Redbirds  broke  their  ten 
game  losing  streak  by  whipping  the  Ti- 
tans 14-7  at  Hancock  Field.  The  running 


of  Denis  McNamara  and  Clarence 
Mokszycki  combined  with  defense  from 
Steve  Bjornstad  and  Ron  Sanford  led 
to  the   big  triumph. 

Indiana  State  proved  to  be  too 
much  for  ISU  in  the  next  game.  Trail- 
ing just  7-6  at  the  half,  the  Birds  were 
blitzed  in  the  second  half  and  lost  25-6. 

The  MAC  schedule  began  the 
next  week  as  the  Birds  travelled  to 
Eastern  and  were  forced  to  endure  a 
scoreless  tie.  The  Dad's  Day  game  with 
Western  followed  and  the  Birds  lost  a 
tough  3-0  decision  in  the  muddy  goings 
of  the  Hancock  turf.  The  disheartened 
Redbirds  travelled  to  Central  Michi- 
gan and  lost  another  tough  game  20-6 
putting   ISU  in  the  MAC  cellar. 

State  bowed  to  a  strong  Bradley 
squad  as  over  14,000  looked  on  at  ISU's 
Homecoming.  The  Northern  Huskies 


closed  the  Redbirds'  home  season  by 
losing  to  a  fired-up  ISU  team  27-8  in 
the  season's  biggest  upset. 

Post  season  honors  went  to  Sen- 
iors Tom  Major  and  Jerry  Maley  as  co- 
captains.  Maley  was  elected  Most 
Valuable   Player.

FRESHMAN  FOOTBALL 

Defense-Key  to  1966  Season 


Illinois  State's  Freshman  grid- 
ders  made  future  football  prospects 
look  much  brighter  by  rolling  to  a 
good  3-2  season  on  a  solid  defensive 
unit.  The  squad,  coached  by  Milt  Weis- 
becker,  allowed  just  20  points  in  its 
first  four  games  before  bowing  to  a 
powerful  Northern  frosh  in  the  season's 
finale. 

ISU  opened  the  campaign  with 
a  13-6  win  over  arch-rival  Illinois  Wes- 
leyan.  Seeking  to  extend  their  winning 
string,  the  Birdies  entertained  Western 
Illinois  and  lost  a  hard-fought  14-12 
decision  to  the  young  Leathernecks. 
Two  shutouts  by  the  stingy  Illinois  State 
defense  followed  as  Joliet  Junior  Col- 
lege fell  14-0  and  Eastern  was  edged 
3-0.  The  roof  fell  in  during  the  season's 
last  game  as  a  strong  Northern  frosh 
dominated  an  injury-riddled  ISU  team 
to  the  tune  of  37-8. 

The  squad,  first  to  be  recruited 
by    Head    Coach     Larry     Bitcon,     num- 


bered 78  and  included  40  all-confer- 
ence choices.  Eighteen  of  them  were 
all-state  mention,  while  30  were  cap- 
tains of  their  respective  high  school 
teams.  All-starters  Butch  Cotter  and 
Frank  Ammon  were  responsible  for 
much  of  the  ISU  success.  Cotter,  a  full- 
back and  kicking  specialist,  won  the 
Eastern  title  with  a  long  field  goal. 
Ammon,  the  quarterback  for  the  frosh, 
was  a  steady  performer  all  season  long. 
Other  outstanding  performers 
for  the  Baby  Birds  were  Judd  Werth, 
Steve  Person,  Don  Schertz,  and  Tom 
Custer.  However,  the  two  boys  most 
promising  for  ISU's  varsity  next  year 
and  the  years  to  come  were  Bill  Bo- 
linder  and  Doug  Rader.  Bolinder  was  a 
tough  performer  at  end  all  season, 
while  Rader  was  the  Redbirds'  leading 
scorer.  Doug  was  also  an  outstanding 
defensive  back.  All  these  boys  will  help 
ISU's  future  on  the  gridiron.

Winless  Season  for  Redbird  Harriers 


The  running  Redbirds  of  Illinois 
State,  with  just  two  lettermen  left  from 
last  year's  squad,  had  a  tough  cam- 
paign as  some  tough  luck  along  with 
strong  competition  were  responsible 
for  the  winless  season.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Coach  Roger  Weller,  the  Birdie 
runners  fought  hard,  but  were  just 
beaten   by  more   balanced   squads. 

Illinois  State  opened  at  Eastern 
and  were  given  a  preview  of  things  to 
come  by  taking  an  18-41  thrashing. 
Things  were  closer  during  the  next  two 
meets,   but  ISU   could   not  gain  enough 


balance  to  defeat  either  Loyola  or 
Washington  University.  The  home  sea- 
son began  with  a  double-dual  meet 
featuring  Illinois  and  Northern  Illinois. 
The  Redbirds  were  swamped  by  the 
Huskies,  but  gave  the  lllini  a  good  run 
before  bowing.  Losses  to  Bradley  and 
Western  Illinois  ended  the  regular  sea- 
son at  0-7. 

The  State  Meet,  held  at 
Charleston,  saw  the  Redbirds  fight  to 
gain  the  sixth  spot  in  fine  company. 
A  little  over  a  week  later,  Illinois  State 
was  host  to  the   MAC  Meet.  Here,   the 


Redbirds  were  gracious  hosts,  but  fin- 
ished last  as  Western's  powerful  team 
took  the  title. 

Individual  performances  high- 
lighting the  cross  country  season  were 
Bruce  Hansen's  eighth  place  finish  in  the 
1 1  AC  and  Captain  Mike  Askew's  con- 
sistent high  finishes.  Askew  and  Fred 
Peterson  were  the  only  lettermen  on 
the  squad,  while  Bud  Pulaski,  Earl  Kyle, 
Denny  Morgan,  and  Craig  Nafziger 
made  up  the  balance  of  the  team.

With  only  four  returning  letter- 
men  Illinois  State  University's  swimming 
team  had  to  battle  from  sinking  from 
its  runner-up  position  in  the  Interstate 
conference.  Top  performers  were  lost 
due  to  graduation  or  ineligibility,  in- 
cluding the  graduation  of  freestyle  and 
medley  champion  Dick  Kirgan  who  was 
twice  the  league's  most  valuable  swim- 
mer. 

State's  only  senior  lettermen 
were  back-stroker  Greg  Freemen,  who 
was  elected  captain  of  the  Redbird 
team,  and  diver  Dale  Berning.  Two 
other  vets  besides  Freemen  and  Berning 
who  formed  the  backbone  of  State's 
swim  team  were  freestylers  Tom  Ny- 
strom and  Roger  Osborn.  Two  other 
consistent  performers  of  ISU  were  Rich 
Higgins  and  Bob  Toothaker.  Rich  Hig- 
gins  won  consistently  in  the  diving  and 
teamed  with  Dale  Berning,  made  div- 
ing one  of  State's  strongest  events  for 


the  Redbirds  this  season.  The  other  out- 
standing performer  was  Bob  Toothaker 
who  gained  sophomore  standing  the 
second  semester.  Bob,  according  to 
Coach  Archie  Harris,  "looks  like  the 
most  promising  breast  stroker  we've 
ever  had." 

The  swimmers  from  ISU  ended 
the  season  by  taking  a  third  at  the 
MAC  conference  meet  held  at  Central 
Michigan.  Bob  Toothaker  took  a  first 
in  the  conference  meet  and  also  this 
season;  ended  up  by  establishing  two 
new  team  records  which  stood  since 
I960.  Greg  Freemen,  the  four  letter 
winner  captain,  placed  second  in  the 
league  meet. 

Next  season,  with  the  addition 
of  a  good  freshmen  team,  there  will  be 
better  quality  and  more  needed  team 
depth.  With  more  experience  and  depth 
there  should  be  an  up-swing  to  an  im- 
proved  new  season.

High  flying  Redbirds  share  MAC  crown 


Illinois  State's  high  flying  Red- 
birds  share  the  IIAC  championship 
with  Central  Michigan,  the  nation's 
fifth  ranked  team  in  the  NAIA  poll 
and  top  seated  in  the  district  playoff. 
State  shares  its  crown  with  a  5-1  con- 
ference record  with  both  teams  losing 
to  each  other  once.  The  first  game  with 
Central  Michigan  played  here  turned 
out  to  be  the  must  game  for  ISU  in 
order  for  them  to  have  any  kind  of 
chance  for  the  title.  The  Redbirds  beat 
Central  Michigan  by  a  score  of  66-65. 
The  fouling  out  of  Central's  Willie 
Iverson  was  a  major  factor  in  the  ISU 
victory. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  sea- 
son was  the  Redbirds'  trip  west  to  face 
major  competition.  They   went  to  Spo- 


kane, Washington  for  the  Lilac  city 
tourney  where  they  placed  fourth  and 
to  Almosa,  Colorado  for  a  Christmas 
tourney  where  they  took  a  third.  The 
team  flew  to  each  tournament  and  ac- 
cording to  Coach  Collie,  "this  is  the 
beginning  step  to  major  college  basket- 
ball for  ISU." 

The  words  experience  and  con- 
fidence describe  the  play  of  ISU.  Led 
by  co-captains  Steve  Arends,  State's 
leading  rebounder  and  a  student  of  the 
game  who  is  constantly  working  for  im- 
provement, and  Jerry  McGreal,  6  2 
junior  guard  who  is  one  of  the  top 
players  in  recent  years  and  could  be 
among  the  best  ever.

Illinois  State  reached  the  finals  of  the 
NCAA  college  tournament  at  Evans- 
ville,  Indiana  by  beating  Parsons  Col- 
lege and  Louisiana  Tech  in  the  re- 
gionals  held  here  at  Illinois  State's 
Horton  Fieldhouse.  At  Evansville,  State 
went  on  to  beat  third-ranked  San  Diego 
State  in  three  exciting  over-times.  The 
Redbirds  reached  the  semifinal  round, 
but  lost  to  Southwest  Missouri  and  to 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  in  the  consolation 
game. 

Next  season  ISU  will  have  bas- 
ically the  same  team  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  graduated  seniors  Don  Feek 
and  Duane  Bruninga.  Illinois  State 
should  again  be  in  strong  contention 
for  another   IIAC  title.

Last  year  the  freshmen  team  turned  out 
a  group  of  good  guards  and  this  season 
Illinois  State's  freshmen  team  was  ori- 
entated to  the  development  and  the 
improvement  of  the  big  men  to  go 
along  with  the  guards  of  last  year's 
team. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  rec- 
ord of  5  wins  and  9  losses  this  season 
was  because  of  costly  turnovers  and 
ball  handling  mistakes  due  to  the  big 
men  handling  the  ball  more  than  usual.

The  Redbird's  gymnasts  this  year 
are  coached  by  Wayne  Truex,  returning 
after  a  year's  sabbatical  leave.  An  im- 
proved squad  marked  ISU  fortunes  this 
season.  This  spirited  team  was  ham- 
pered by  a  depth  problem  that  in- 
cluded losses  from  the  squad  due  to 
graduation  and  ineligibility.  Also 
missed  was  the  absence  of  a  consistent 
all-around  performer,  other  than  Bill 
Vrba,  a  mainstay  of  the  team.  They 
were  mainly  a  group  of  specialists,  with 
each  team  member  participating  in 
only  two  to  three  events. 

Larry  Conant,  specialist  on  the 
parallel  bars  and  side  horse,  performed 
brilliantly  for  the  first  half  of  the  sea- 
son, but  was  lost  by  graduation.  Co- 
captain  Tod  Fossbender  also  turned  in 
an  impressive  first  half  as  ISU's  most 
consistant  winner.  The  other  co-captain, 
Bill  Vrba,  was  the  backbone  of  the 
team,  working  all  seven  events  and 
scoring    consistantly. 

On  the  trampoline,  Paul  Reichl 
returned  as  the  most  improved  mem- 
ber. Reichl  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  was  off  to  a  poor  start,  but  as 
the  season   progressed  he   rounded  into 


shape    improving    with    the    passing    of 
each   meet. 

Next  year  Coach  Truex  will  try 
to  correct  the  depth  problem  with  the 
addition  to  the  squad  of  Freshmen 
Larry  Hajik  who  specialies  in  the  hori- 
zontal bar  and  Lee  Combs  a  solid  all- 
around  performer.

Coach  Dick  Irvin  replacing 
Coach  Robert  Koehler,  who  is  on  sab- 
batical leave  for  a  year,  took  an  ex- 
perienced, well  balanced,  three  year 
running  IIAC  championship  team  to  a 
fourth  conference  title.  Coach  Irvin 
helped  guide  them  even  further  into 
the  top  ten  nationally  ranked  teams  in 
the  NCAA  college  division.  This  is  the 
first  time  an  ISU  wrestling  team 
reached   national   ranking. 

Illinois  State  used  its  great 
balance  to  not  only  win,  but  romp 
through  the  season  crushing  other  IIAC 


teams  and  more  formidable  chal- 
lengers. Leading  the  Redbirds  was 
captain  Dave  Eberhard  who,  at  I  I  5  lbs., 
took  a  first  in  conference  and  finished 
the  season  with  an  over  all  24-2  won, 
loss  record.  Ken  Frus  was  a  conference 
champion  at  the  130  lbs.  level  and  a 
season  record  of  17-4.  Named  the  most 
valuable  wrestler  at  the  conference 
meet  was  Bill  Myers  at  152  lbs.  and 
with  a  14-4  record.  The  two  repeating 
champions  for  ISU  were  Curt  Sexton 
ai  165  lbs.  with  a  17-5  record  and 
Willie   Williams. 


Willie  Williams,  probably  the 
most  outstanding  wrestler  in  recent 
years,  not  only  went  undefeated  with  a 
17-0  record  but  also  took  his  third 
straight  IIAC  championship.  Williams 
finished  out  the  season  by  going  as 
far  as  anyone  can  go  by  taking  the 
national    NCAA  championship. 

At  the  conference  meet  held  at 
Charleston,  Illinois  State's  Redbird 
wrestlers  accumulated  81  points,  the 
highest  total  in  ISU  wrestling  history. 
The  Redbirds  took  home  five  confer- 
ence titles  and  six  third  places.

Running  Redbirds  Fare  Well  in  1966 


A  second  place  finish  in  the 
State  Meet  highlighted  an  average 
season  for  Illinois  State  thinclads.  The 
Running  Redbirds  finished  just  five 
points  behind  Eastern  Illinois  in  a  con- 
test for   Illinois  track   supremacy. 

The  tracksters  began  their  sea- 
son with  a  loss  to  Northern  Illinois, 
but  followed  up  in  their  next  dual  meet 
with  a  victory  over  Western  Illinois. 
After  the  State  Meet  came  the  1 1  AC 
Championships  and  a  consequent 
fourth  place  finish  for  the  Red  and 
White.  The  MAC  Championship  went 
to   Central    Michigan. 

Leading  the  individual  perform- 
ers for  the  Redbirds  was  weightman 
Stan  Petty.  Petty  took  the  1 1  AC  Cham- 
pionship in  the  shot  put  with  a  toss 
of  53  ft.,  4'/2  in.  Later  in  the  season, 
he  threw  the  iron  ball  54  feet  to  estab- 
lish a  new  Illinois  State  record.  For  his 
outstanding  performances  during  the 
year,  Stan  was  selected  by  his  team- 
mates as  Most  Valuable  Player  and 
recipient  of  the  Ann  L.  Cogdal  award. 

Coach  Roger  Weller's  charges 
will  be  led  next  year  by  junior  distance 
runner  Mike  Askew.  Askew,  fifth  in 
both  the  mile  and  two  mile  in  the  MAC 
Meet,  is  also  an  outstanding  member 
of  State's  cross  country  squad.  Mike 
ran  the  mile  in  4:15.4  last  season  and 
hopes  for  a  4:10  timing  before  his 
career  is  over. 

The  dashmen  were  headed  by 
Mike  Shea  and  Terry  Maxwell  who 
were  clocked  in  10.1  seconds  for  100 
yards.  Shea  led  the  22  yard  men  with 
a  time  of  22.3.

Combining  excellent  pitching 
with  timely  and  powerful  hitting,  Illi- 
nois State  baseballers  reached  the 
pinnacle  of  success  by  compiling  an 
overall    28-4   record. 

This  record  established  an  all- 
time  mark  of  greatness  at  Illinois  State. 

Coach  B.  H.  "Duffy"  Bass' 
charges  won  with  a  team  batting  mark 
of  .319  and  a  combined  earned  run 
average  for  their  eight  pitchers  of 
2.49.  No  less  than  seven  regulars  hit 
over  the  .300  mark  as  the  squad  won 
the  MAC  crown  with  a  9-1  record  and 
finished  third  in  the  Mid-East  Regional 
College  Division  NCAA  Tournament 
at  Springfield,  Ohio. 

Leading  the  squad  in  hits  with 
40,  runs  with  27,  total  bases  with  57, 
and  stolen  bases  with  nine  was  senior 
centerfielder  Al  Burski  who  hit  .342 
for  the  year.  Seniors  Bill  Bellnap  and 
Co-Captain  Phil  Dinelli  followed  with 
.326  and  .319  averages  and  tied  for 
the  most  doubles  with  six  each. 

The  important  runs-batted-in 
trophy  was  won  by  Dick  Conrad  who 
batted  across  a  total  of  28  while  lead- 
ing the  club  in  home  runs  with  four. 
Also  above  the  .300  mark  for  the  sea- 
son were  Les  Coats  and  John  Lawson, 
both  infielders. 

Still,    the    Redbirds    had    bigger 


stars  in  1966.  Lee  Boyko,  a  sophomore 
outfielder  and  Eddie  Sennett,  a 
pitcher,  were  named  to  the  District 
Four  NCAA  All-Star  team.  Boyko  led 
the  squad  in  hitting  with  a  .374  aver- 
age while  Sennett,  the  ISU  Most  Valu- 
able Player,  finished  with  eight  wins, 
only  one  loss,  three  shutouts  and  a 
2.09  earned  run  average.  Certainly, 
without  these  two  players,  Illinois  State 
baseball  fortunes  would  not  have  been 
as   rosy. 

The  Redbirds  opened  their  sea- 
son with  an  annual  southern  trip  win- 
ning nine  of  the  ten  games  played. 
Back  in  northern  confines,  they  then 
reeled  off  a  string  of  12  consecutive 
wins,  stretching  the  unbeaten  streak  to 
14.  After  a  tough  4-3  loss  to  Western 
Illinois,  the  Birds  bounced  back  with 
six  more  wins.  They  then  completed  the 
regular  season's  activities  with  a  hard- 
luck  4-3   loss  to  powerful   Notre   Dame. 

Accepting  a  bid  from  the 
NCAA  Committee,  the  Redbirds  jour- 
neyed to  Springfield,  Ohio,  for  the 
District  Four  playoffs. 

They  were  a  bit  shakey  in  their 
first  encounter  and  lost  to  Wittenburg. 
The  Birdmen  then  rebounded  by  clos- 
ing out  the  year  with  a  6-3  win  over 
Youngstown  for  the  third  place  trophy 
and  the  topper  on  the  28-4  season. 


Not  enough  credit  can  go  to 
the  Redbird  pitching  staff  which  per- 
formed so  well  this  season.  The  "Big 
Three"  of  Sennett,  Joe  Wischnowski, 
and  Irish  O'Reilly  did  an  outstanding 
job.  Wischnowski  compiled  a  6-0  rec- 
ord with  two  shutouts  and  a  staff- 
leading  ERA  of  1.73.  O'Reilly,  while 
leading  the  staff  with  10  wins,  also  lost 
three  of  his  decisions.  He  led  in  strike- 
outs with  II,  but  his  ERA  was  a  2.93. 
In  any  other  season,  this  would  have 
been  a  staff-leading  record,  but  a  bet- 
ter staff  this  year  made  Irish  tend  to 
let  up. 

The  season  was  highlighted  by 
a  Redbird  squad,  which  had  already 
clinched  an  MAC  flag,  coming  from 
behind  against  Central  Michigan  in  a 
way  that  typified  the  1966  campaign. 
The  Birds  were  losing  by  a  count  of  5-3 
when  Gurski  pinched-hit  and  hit  a 
grand  slam  home  run  to  left  field.  On 
the  very  next  pitch,  Ken  Franzen  hit 
the  ball  over  the  right  field  wall.  The 
fireworks  weren't  over  for  the  frenzied 
crowd  as  Jerry  Spinner  connected  on 
the  next  pitch  for  a  blast  over  the 
center  field  fence.  Three  homers  on 
three  pitches  and  Illinois  State,  at 
28-4,  compiled  the  greatest  baseball 
record    in    108    years   of    ISU    baseball.

Coach  Eugene  Hill  of  Illinois  State's 
9-8  tennis  record  for  the  1966  cam- 
paign, highlighted  by  the  Redbirds' 
second  place  showing  in  the  MAC 
Meet. 

The  netmen  began  their  season 
with  the  annual  journey  south  for  six 
dual  meets.  After  losing  the  first  two 
of  these  six,  the  Birds  bounced  back 
and  swept  to  four  consecutive  victories 
— their  longest  winning  streak  of  the 
year.  After  being  shutout  by  a  tough 
University  of  Illinois  squad,  State  re- 
bounded with  wins  over  Central  Michi- 
gan, Eastern  Michigan,  and  Western 
Illinois. 


The  MAC  Meet,  held  at  Illinois 
State,  was  close  throughout  and  saw 
Eastern  Illinois'  Panthers  edge  the  Red- 
birds,  23-21  for  the  crown.  The  six 
Redbirds  netmen  posted  either  first  or 
seconds  in  the  various  divisions  with 
Roger  Ninness,  Steve  Price  and  Bill 
LaDage  claiming  wins  while  Captain 
Jim  Whitman,  Milt  Neuman,  and  Lee 
Johnson   took   runner-up    honors. 

A  big  factor  for  the  ISU  loss 
was  the  inability  of  doubles  team,  Neu- 
man and  Price,  to  finish  in  the  money. 
Johnson  and  LaDage  took  the  cham- 
pionship in  the  number  three  doubles, 
while  Whitman  and  Ninness  were  run- 
ner-ups to  Eastern's  number  one  dou- 
bles set. 


Past  season  awards  were  pre- 
sented to  Roger  Ninness  as  winner  of 
the  President  Bone  trophy  and  Jim 
Whitman  who  was  elected  to  succeed 
himself  as  captain  for  the  State  net- 
ters. 

Next  year's  team  will  see  a 
shuffling  of  positions  as  three  fine 
players  have  graduated — Roger  Nin- 
ness, Milt  Neuman,  and  Lee  Johnson. 
Returning  are  Jim  Whitman,  Steve 
Price,  and  Bill  LaDage.  With  some  fine 
freshmen  to  bolster  the  attack,  the 
Redbirds  should  become  a  real  threat 
to  regain  the  MAC  crown,  as  well  as 
compiling  a  very  good  season's  record.

Illinois  State  golfers  compiled  a 
fine  overall  record  in  a  schedule  full 
of  tough  opposition.  The  Redbird  links- 
men  were  matched  with  the  likes  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  St.  Louis,  North- 
western, and  Michigan  State  and  yet 
posted   an  enviable  record  of    16-9. 

After  their  annual  spring  tour, 
the  Redbirds  took  a  dual  match  with 
Eastern  Illinois  before  being  edged 
389-404  by  the  University  of  Illinois. 
State  began  a  winning  string  after  a 
loss  to  Southwestern  Louisiana  that 
reached  ten  before  a  tough  11-10  loss 
to  Bradley.  The  Birds  then  met  five 
Big  Ten  schools  and  sustained  over  half 
of  their  losses  for  the  season. 

The  MAC  Meet,  held  at  West- 
ern Illinois,  was  won  by  the  host  Leath- 
ernecks with  Illinois  State  a  close  sec- 
ond. Western  took  1,503  strokes  to 
ISU's  1,552  to  win  the  crown.  State 
golfers  were  consistent  finishers  in  the 
MAC  Meet  with  Mike  Orrison  firing 
305;  Dave  Detweiler,  a  306;  and  Rusty 
Wells  a  308  in  the  four  rounds.  The 
Birds  were  captained  by  Jerry  Dia- 
mond, whose  season  average  of  76.4 
was  second  on  the  team  to  Mike  Orri- 
son's  75.7.  Other  members  of  the  squad 
were  Larry  Quane  and  Jerry  McSreal. 
Quane  averaged  82  strokes  per  round 
while  McGreal  took  87.1  for  his  aver- 
age  round. 

A  bright  spot  for  Coach  Milt 
Weisbecker's  team  is  the  return  of 
Orrison  and  Detweiler  and  some  prom- 
ising new  linksters  and  the  1967  season. 
With  a  few  breaks  and  the  added  sea- 
soning, the  fortunes  of  Illinois  state 
golf  will  rise  immensely.  Of  course, 
with  the  rough  competition  that  the 
State  squad  is  to  face  again  this  year, 
it  will  not  be  fair  to  judge  the  team 
by  its  record,   but  by  its  scores.

UNIVERSITY  COUNCIL

COLLEGE  OF  LIBERAL  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES 


The  largest  of  the  three  col- 
leges created  by  the  University's  re- 
organization of  the  past  year  is  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences. 
This  college  covers  fourteen  depart- 
ments: Biology,  Chemistry,  Economics, 
English,  Foreign  Languages,  Geogra- 
phy, History,  Library,  Mathematics, 
Physics,  Psychology,  Political  Science, 
Sociology-Anthropology,     and     Speech. 


Still  another  department  is  to  be 
added  soon.  At  the  present,  commit- 
tees within  the  college  are  working 
out  further  details  for  the  departments, 
adding  a  high  degree  of  faculty  par- 
ticipation to  the  organization.  This  re- 
organization into  colleges  should  lead 
to  more  efficiency  throughout  the  uni- 
versity. 
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BIOLOGY 


A  new  philosophy  is  emerging  in 
the  Department  of  Biological  Sciences, 
tending  to  place  a  balanced  emphasis 
on  both  the  modern  and  the  classical 
areas  of  biology.  This  philosophy  has 
brought  about  the  division  of  the  de- 
partment's faculty  into  four  sections 
of  interest — developmental,  envi- 
ronmental, functional,  and  structural 
biology — with  the  stress  on  biological 
principles  and  experimentation.  Weekly 
seminars  draw  many  interested  students 
and  faculty  to  hear  experts  speak  on 
a  variety  of  topics.  Expansion,  espe- 
cially in  the  graduate  program,  is  an- 
ticipated   in   the   near   future.

CHEMISTRY 


The  Department  of  Chemistry,  a 
newly  created  department,  is  looking 
to  the  future  for  greater  expansion, 
with  a  master  of  science  degree  in 
chemistry  pending  for  next  year.  There 
is  an  increasing  emphasis  in  this  depart- 
ment on  research  with  a  number  of 
undergraduates  and  two-thirds  of  the 
staff  active  now  in  research.  Beginning 
next  year,  students  planning  to  go  into 
engineering,  medicine,  or  dentistry  may 
begin  their  pre-professional  work  as 
chemistry  majors.  This,  plus  a  greater 
emphasis  on  chemistry  in  other  fields, 
promises  to  lead  to  increasing  enroll- 
ment  in   this  fast-growing    department.

ECONOMICS 


Great  demands  in  the  fields  of 
business  and  government  should  result 
in  an  increased  enrollment  in  the  newly 
created  department  of  Economics.  The 
liberal  arts  program  will  allow  this 
field  of  study  to  expand  as  never  be- 
fore possible,  with  several  new  courses 
and  a  master's  degree  as  immediate 
goals.  One  new  course  which  will  be 
offered  in  the  fall  of  1967  is  Introduc- 
tion to  Mathematical  Economics.  The 
economics  department  held  three  semi- 
nars this  year.  Seminar  speakers  in- 
cluded Dr.  Hans  Brems  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  and  Nigerian  economist, 
Dr.  Olankapo. 


ENGLISH 


The  honor  sections  have  proved 
to  be  so  successful  that  they  were  ex- 
tended this  year  to  include  two-hundred 
level  courses  as  well.  A  new  semantics 
course  at  the  under-graduate  level  was 
also  added;  but,  the  principal  efforts 
during  the  year  have  been  directed  in 
the  preparation  of  the  final  stages  for  a 
doctoral  degree  in  English.  Along  with 
many  other  departments,  the  English 
department  has  also  had  to  devote 
much  time  to  the  many  changes  made 
necessary  by  Illinois  State's  conversion 
from  a  teacher's  college  to  its  present 
status  as  a  multi-purpose  institution.

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE     GEOGRAPHY 


The  Foreign  Language  Depart- 
ment offers  the  student  a  chance  to 
learn  a  foreign  literature,  geography, 
and  culture  as  well  as  language.  Stu- 
dents are  instructed  by  both  traditional 
methods  and  the  latest  audio-lingual 
techniques  and  may  participate  in  Jun- 
ior-Year-Abroad  by  arrangement  with 
other  universities.  This  year,  progress 
was  made  in  acquiring  new  materials 
for  the  language  laboratory  in  the  area 
of  records  and  tapes.  The  department 
is  looking  ahead  to  a  second  language 
lab  and   two   electronic  classrooms. 


The  Department  of  Geography, 
headed  at  present  by  a  chairman  and 
committee,  continues  to  look  to  the 
future,  with  plans  for  expansion  in  sev- 
eral directions.  Further  exploration  in 
the  area  of  work  possible  with  the  spe- 
cial aids  added  in  the  previous  year 
show  a  limitless  field  of  experimenta- 
tion. The  department,  in  co-operation 
with  the  University  of  Illinois,  conducts 
a  National  Defense  Education  Act  In- 
stitute during  the  summer.  This  institute 
concerns  the  granting  of  funds  to  stu- 
dents of  geography. 
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HISTORY 


The  History  Department,  form- 
erly part  of  the  Social  Science  depart- 
ment, was  newly  formed  in  September 
of  1966.  Along  with  a  new  administra- 
tive structure,  new  majors  were  intro- 
duced for  both  liberal  arts  and  teacher 
education.  Throughout  each  year  semi- 
nars are  presented  by  members  of  the 
faculty.  This  year,  eight  seminars  were 
held  at  which  various  professors  pre- 
sented material  they  were  currently 
covering  in  their  respective  research 
areas.  A  program  for  a  Master's  de- 
gree has  been  offered  for  the  past  four 
years,  and  the  History  Department  is 
currently  formulating  a  doctoral  de- 
gree.

LIBRARY  SCIENCE 


Beginning  in  September  of  1966, 
ISU  students  were  offered  the  oppor- 
tunity to  take  library  science  as  a 
major  field.  The  Department  of  Library 
Science  introduced  several  new  courses 
which  students  may  take  in  order  to 
fulfill  the  major  field  requirement  of 
33  semester  hours.  Other  changes  in 
the  department  included  the  switch  to 
the  Library  of  Congress  classification 
in  order  to  make  better  use  of  infor- 
mation in  the  Library  of  Congress  card 
catalog.  The  department  has  started  a 
plan  for  acquiring  books  as  soon  as 
they  are  published  in  the  United  States.

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MATHEMATICS 


Mathematics,  a  vital  field  in  an 
atomic  age,  is  continually  undergoing 
innovations.  Complex  Analysis,  Mathe- 
matical Theory  of  Rings,  Functional 
Analysis,  Real  Analysis,  General  To- 
pology II,  and  Stochastic  Processes  are 
six  new  courses  to  be  offered  by  the 
Math  department  in  the  fall  of  1967. 
Among  the  speakers  at  the  weekly 
seminars  this  year  were  Dr.  Kwang 
Chul  Ha  of  the  University  of  Southern 
Florida  and  Dr.  Robert  Thomas  of  Ar- 
gonne  Laboratories.  In  the  last  five 
years,  the  Math  department  has  given 
eighty  master's  degrees  and  is  pres- 
ently moving  in  the  direction  of  a  doc- 
toral   program.

PHYSICS 


Typical  of  new  experiments 
added  to  the  advanced  undergraduate 
laboratory  this  year  was  an  experiment 
for  measuring  Planck's  Constant.  Equip- 
ment to  measure  the  velocity  of  light 
was  purchased,  and  a  telescope  was 
added  to  be  used  in  the  new  under- 
graduate astronomy  course.  As  part  of 
the  Visiting  Scientist  Program,  this  year 
Dr.  Danial  Zaffarano  of  Iowa  State 
University  spoke  to  students  and  fac- 
ulty members  on  x-raying  the  nucleus 
and  physics  research  at  the  Ames  Labo- 
ratory. The  Physics  Department  will 
play  a  major  role  in  initiating  a  two- 
year    pre-engineering    program   at    ISU.

POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

The  newly-created  Political  Sci- 
ence Department,  formerly  a  part  of 
the  Social  Science  Department,  gained 
its  own  entity  this  fall  when  this  insti- 
tution changed  over  to  a  liberal  arts 
program.  The  principal  purpose  of  this 
department  is  not  to  turn  out  political 
scientists,  but  rather  to  provide  stu- 
dents in  this  area  with  a  broad  back- 
ground for  a  liberal  arts  education. 
Besides  teaching  possibilities,  students 
in  political  science  may  look  forward 
to  business  executive  opportunities; 
may  enter  governmental  positions  at 
local,  state,  or  national  levels;  or,  if 
they  so  desire,  may  continue  their  stud- 
ies in  the  area  of  law. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

The  autumn  of  1966  witnessed 
the  formation  of  the  Psychology  De- 
partment which  offers  a  major  in  psy- 
chology and  directs  its  undergraduate 
program  toward  providing  the  student 
with  a  solid  liberal  arts  education.  Vo- 
cational training  requires  graduate 
study.  At  present,  master's  degrees  in 
psychology  and  school  psychology  are 
given.  Incorporation  of  five  new  gradu- 
ate courses  are  planned.  This  summer, 
Abnormal  Psychology  will  be  offered 
and  Differential  Psychology  follows 
next  fall.  Other  resources  are  being 
used  in  equipping  the  psychology  labo- 
ratory. Nineteen  full-time  faculty  mem- 
bers, thirteen  resident  graduate  stu- 
dents, and  forty-five  majors  are  in  the 
department.

Newly  created  in  September, 
1966,  and  already  planning  for  a  mas- 
ter's degree  program  by  July,  1968,  is 
the  Department  of  Sociology-Anthro- 
pology. Currently,  a  revision  of  the 
curriculum,  with  at  least  two  new 
courses  to  be  offered  next  year,  and  a 
continuation  of  the  successful  team 
teaching  approach  are  being  carried 
on  toward  this  goal.  This  department 
is  striving  for  a  more  highly  developed 
discipline  and  a  higher  caliber  of 
teaching  than  was  possible  before  in 
the  combined  Social  Science  Depart- 
ment. It  is  preparing  the  student  for  a 
variety  of  fields,  from  high  school 
teaching  to  social  work  to  government 
personnel  work. 


SPEECH 


The  Department  of  Speech  is 
looking  into  the  future  with  enthusiasm. 
Enrollments  in  all  the  areas,  Audiology, 
Pathology,  Theatre,  Rhetoric  and  Pub- 
lic Address,  Interpretative  Reading, 
and  Radio  and  Television  are  growing 
at  a  rate  which  makes  "keeping  up" 
difficult.  More  speech  is  being  taught 
in  the  elementary  schools,  secondary 
schools,  and  in  college  than  ever  be- 
fore. New  programs,  such  as  Reader's 
Theatre,  Laboratory  Theatre,  graduate 
program  in  Audiology,  Speech  Re- 
source for  elementary  teachers,  and  a 
minor  in  Radio  and  Television,  are  de- 
veloping. The  challenge  is  to  maintain 
quality  as  we  adapt  to  the  demands 
of   quantity.

EDUCATION 


The  Department  of  Education 
offers  graduate  programs  in  supervision 
and  in  counseling  and  guidance.  The 
remainder  of  the  courses  are  service 
courses  for  students  who  are  preparing 
for  teaching.  During  the  year,  the  de- 
partment has  developed  new  programs 
including  the  master's  degree  in  read- 
ing and  format  for  future  doctoral 
programs.  In  addition,  the  department 
has  been  working  on  courses  in  the  area 
of  philosophical  foundations  of  educa- 
tion. A  complete  revamping  of  the 
undergraduate  sequence  of  courses  for 
secondary  certification  is  being  con- 
sidered for  the  future. 


EDUCATIONAL 
ADMINISTRATION 


The  Department  of  Educational 
Administration  offers  graduate  work 
leading  to  the  master's,  specialist,  and 
doctoral  degrees.  Less  than  five  years 
ago,  the  Department  launched  one  of 
the  first  three  doctoral  programs  of- 
fered at  ISU.  Mrs.  Odessa  Meyer 
earned  the  first  advanced  graduate  de- 
gree in  ISU  history  in  August  of  1965; 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Mini  was  awarded  the 
first  doctoral  degree  in  educational 
administration  in  May  of   1966.

ELEMENTARY 
EDUCATION 


Students  majoring  in  Elementary 
Education  engage  in  an  inter-depart- 
mental and  inter-collegiate  program  as 
there  are  professional  requirements  in 
approximately  ten  departments  in  addi- 
tion to  the  general  education  program. 
In  this  way,  students  experience  tine 
instruction  in  each  curriculum  area  of 
concern  to  the  elementary  school. 
Laboratory  experiences,  a  unique  fea- 
ture of  the  professional  elementary 
education  sequence,  include  observa- 
tions, child  study,  junior  participation, 
and  student  teaching  in  the  campus 
school  and   public  schools.

LABORATORY 

EXPERIENCES 


Bridging  the  gap  between  edu- 
cational theory  and  practice  has  been 
an  important  objective  of  a  good 
teacher-education  program.  Profes- 
sional laboratory  experiences,  broadly 
defined,  are  those  direct  experiences 
in  which  teacher  education  students 
engage  while  learning  to  relate  educa- 
tional theory  to  the  everyday  activities 
of  the  learner  and  to  direct  the  learn- 
ing of  the  pupil.  The  culminating  pro- 
fessional laboratory  experience  for 
most  undergraduates  is  student  teach- 
ing, during  which  they  seek  to  acquire 
the  skills  and  knowledge  needed  for 
the  successful   instruction  of  our  youth. 


SPECIAL  EDUCATION 


The  Special  Education  Depart- 
ment offers  bachelor's  and  master's  de- 
grees with  specialization  in  several 
areas  of  educating  the  handicapped. 
The  ISU  laboratory  schools  provide 
well-rounded  special  education  pro- 
grams for  most  types  of  exceptional 
children.  Students  are  provided  im- 
portant experiences  at  the  Psychologi- 
cal Counseling  Center,  Speech  Clinic, 
Reading  and  Hearing  Laboratories,  and 
also  in  local  and  residential  school  spe- 
cial education  programs.  Qualified  per- 
sonnel are  in  critical  demand;  the  num- 
ber of  teachers  needed  is  estimated  to 
be  four  times  the  number  now  avail- 
able.

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UNIVERSITY  HIGH 
SCHOOL 


An  integral  part  of  ISU  is  the 
University  High  School  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  664  students.  The  high  school 
is  completely  comprehensive  with  a 
department  corresponding  to  each  de- 
partment offered  by  the  University. 
The  building  is  equipped  to  accommo- 
date the  physically  handicapped  and 
also  has  a  Braille  resource  room.  Com- 
plete laboratory  facilities  are  available 
in  many  departments.  The  new  build- 
ing, opened  last  year,  provides  a  com- 
pletely modern  setting  for  student 
teaching  experiences  as  well  as  a  labo- 
ratory for  Educational  Psychology  and 
.Secondary    Education    classes.

COLLEGE  OF  APPLIED  SCIENCE  AND  TECHNOLOGY 


The  College  of  Applied  Science 
and  Technology,  accounting  for  seven 
per  cent  of  ISU's  enrollment,  was  es- 
tablished by  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  in 
1966.  The  College,  headed  by  Acting 
Dean  Harold  Gibson,  consists  of  the 
Departments  of  Agriculture,  Home 
Economics,  and   Industrial  Arts. 


Programs  of  study  are  available 
in  each  of  the  departments  for  prepa- 
ration to  enter  various  agricultural, 
home  economics  related,  and  indus- 
trial-technical occupations  as  well  as 
teacher  education.  The  Department  of 
Agriculture  offers  a  bachelor's  degree, 
whereas  the  other  departments  offer 
master's  degrees. 
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AGRICULTURE 


The  agriculture  program  at  Illi- 
nois State  University  initiates  and  pro- 
motes the  necessary  skills  in  teacher 
preparation  and  general  agriculture. 
Along  with  classroom  study  and  ex- 
perience in  the  special  agriculture 
laboratory  on  campus,  work  is  required 
on  the  university  farm.  Each  year  ag- 
riculture students  participate  in  at 
least  six  major  intercollegiate  livestock 
judging  contests  throughout  the  United 
States.  The  judging  team  is  composed 
of  five  students.  Practice  for  these  con- 
tests begins  in  early  fall  and  takes 
place  at  breeders'  farms  both  in  Illi- 
nois and   in  surrounding  states.

HOME  ECONOMICS 


For  a  period  of  years,  the  ISU 
Home  Economics  Department  has  led 
in  the  preparation  of  vocational  Home 
Economics  teachers,  but  the  demand 
for  qualified  teachers  far  exceeds  the 
number  available.  Students  in  the  vo- 
cational program  apply  theory  and 
practices  by  attending  field  trips,  Fu- 
ture Homemakers  of  America  confer- 
ences, Illinois  Home  Economics  Asso- 
ciation conventions,  and  by  student 
teaching.  In  1966,  another  degree  was 
added  to  the  curriculum  to  accommo- 
date those  students  interested  in  be- 
coming Home  Advisors,  Merchandisers, 
and   Food  or  Textile  Researchers.

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INDUSTRIAL  ARTS 


As  with  most  departments,  in- 
dustrial arts  has  begun  courses  with  the 
non-teaching  curriculum  in  mind.  The 
department  presently  is  trying  to  give 
its  students  a  general  background  cov- 
ering the  entire  field.  With  the  Four 
Point  Program  for  the  building  of  more 
junior  colleges  that  will  stress  the  voca- 
tional subjects,  the  industrial  arts  de- 
partment sees  as  its  job  the  training  of 
teachers  for  these  schools.  This  summer 
ISU  will  be  one  of  twenty-three  institu- 
tions to  participate  in  the  N.D.E.A.  fel- 
lowship program.  ISU  will  be  offering 
instruction  in  computer  drafting  as  part 
of  this  program.

UNAFFILIATED  DEPARTMENTS 


On  September  I,  1966,  the  uni- 
versity was  divided  into  three  colleges, 
the  College  of  Applied  Science  and 
Technology,  the  College  of  Education, 
and  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences,  comprising  twenty-four  de- 
partments. Five  departments  outside  of 
these  colleges  were  designated  as  Un- 
affiliated   Departments. 


They  are:  Art,  Music,  Business 
Education,  Health  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion for  Men,  and  Health  and  Physical 
Education  for  Women.  These  depart- 
ments must  petition  for  new  colleges 
or  be  absorbed  into  existing  colleges. 
The  departments  now  operate  as  col- 
leges, although  they  are  not  officially 
organized  as  such.

ART 


The  Art  Department  continues 
to  be  one  of  the  largest  art  depart- 
ments in  the  nation  for  a  university  of 
this  size.  The  graduate  program  is 
mushrooming  at  both  the  master's  and 
doctorate  levels,  as  graduate  students 
come  to  ISU  from  schools  all  over  the 
nation.  The  biggest  problem  facing  the 
department  is  one  of  space.  This  year 
some  classes  and  offices  were  located 
in  Central  School.  A  new  service,  "ISU 
Art  For  ISU,"  was  initiated,  providing 
works  of  art  by  ISU  students  and  fac- 
ulty to  be  taken  out  on  loan  for  use 
around  the  compus.  One  of  the  largely 
growing  studio  areas  is  in  printmaking. 


BUSINESS 
EDUCATION 


The  Business  Education  Depart- 
ment received  authorization  from  the 
State  Board  for  Vocational  Education 
to  provide  all  of  the  teacher  education 
courses  needed  by  teachers  and  co- 
ordinators of  vocational  cooperative 
programs  in  office  and  marketing  edu- 
cation. This  year  saw  the  first  students 
to  graduate  from  ISU  with  non-teaching 
degrees  in  business  administration.  A 
new  comprehensive  major  program  in 
accounting  has  been  approved  by  the 
University  Council.  New  courses  were 
offered  in  marketing,  finance,  and  vo- 
cational  business  education.

After  going  through  a  four-year 
program  of  general  education,  major 
and  minor  courses,  and  teacher-prepa- 
ration courses,  a  student  of  a  teacher- 
training  institution  is  ready  to  face  the 
classroom  situation.  This  is  student 
teaching.  Student  teachers  encounter 
new  responsibilities  and  discover  new 
freedoms;  the  responsibilities  usually 
allow  him  more  selfsufficiency.  There  is 
a  new  community  for  him  to  become 
acquainted  with,  faculty  members  with 
which  he   will   compare  teaching   notes, 


and  children  to  know  and  then  guide. 
The  student  teacher  may  teach  in  the 
elementary  grades,  the  junior  high 
school,  or  the  secondary  school.  Each 
faces  different  issues.  Some  major 
problems  an  elementary  teacher  must 
work  with  are  a  child's  interest  level, 
the  development  of  his  motor  skills,  and 
his  social  cooperation  among  peers.  A 
junior  high  teacher  works  with  a  group 


of  children  at  an  in-between  age  when 
emotional  problems  are  frequently 
seen.  Understanding  and  guidance  must 
be  shown  by  the  person  they  look  up 
to  in  the  classroom.  The  secondary 
school  teacher  deals  with  his  own 
unique  problems.  The  young  people 
under  his  instruction  exist  in  an  adult 
world,  but  many  of  their  interests  are 
still  adolescent.  It  is  the  teacher's  job 
to  help  initiate  these  young  adults  into 
a  more  sophisticated  society. 
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Facts  must  be  analyzed  before  thesis  is  reached.

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FRESHMAN  ADVISORY  BOARD 


The  Class  of  1970  has  created 
its  own  constitution  for  the  Freshman 
Advisory  Board  to  follow  for  four  years. 
The  Board  serves  to  coordinate  class 
activities  and  to  represent  the  class  to 
the  university,  the  administration,  and 
the  public.  The  executive  board  con- 
sisting of  the  class  officers;  president, 
vice-president,  secretary,  and  treasurer, 
select  the  members  from  petitions.  No 
more   than   sixty   people   may   serve   on 


the  board  along  with  the  one  faculty 
adviser.  Committees  are  established 
according  to  need  with  usually  the  four 
following  committees  being  appointed: 
dance,  public  relations,  publicity,  and 
sports.  The  Board  decided  to  adopt  a 
foster  child  in  Formosa.  Money  was 
raised  at  dances  with  plans  to  bring  a 
nationally  known  figure  to  campus.  The 
Board  went  through  the  Christmas  Chil- 
dren's Fund   in   Richmond,  Virginia,  and 


a  child  was  newly  adopted  by  the  Class 
of  1970.  A  Coffee  House  atmosphere 
was  another  new  idea  on  campus.  The 
Board  wants  to  set  up  a  place  where 
these  can  be  held  permanently.  Other 
projects  conducted  by  the  Board  were 
raising  funds  donated  to  the  Goodfel- 
low's  Fund  for  needy  families  at  Christ- 
mas and  sending  Valentines  to  the 
troops   in   Viet  Nam.
